TOKYO IGNORES 
2-POWER PLEA

Nanking, Sept. 22 (AP). — Less 
than 48 hours after British and 
American protests to the Japanese 
government 
against 
unrestricted 
bom bardm ent of this capital, more 
than 50 Japanese airplanes twice 
rained death and destruction from 
the skies today, killing, wounding or 
burning to death more than 200 non­ 
com batant Chinese. 
Those killed or injured were most­ 
ly those who had been too feeble or 
helpless to join the exodus into the 
safety of the surrounding country­ 
side. 
Dozens of incendiary bombs and 
high 
explosives 
fell 
into 
their 
wretched straw huts in the Hsiak- 
wan slum district, between the walled 
section of the city and the Yangtze 
river. 
The huts burned like match 
boxes. 
Many were trapped and burned to 
death. 
Already accustomed to the horri­ 
fying results of twelve previous air 
raids here, this correspondent, who 
has reported a dozen civil wars, 
famines and plagues in China, nev­ 
ertheless was sickened at the sight 
of women, children and old men, al­ 
ready burned to death or beyond aid. 
Bomb Populated Section 
The lives of 20 Americans, in­ 
cluding seven women, were endan­ 
gered by the bombardments and the 
screen of fire raised by Chinese 
anti-aircraft batteries against the 
raiders. 
Despite the American and B rit­ 
ish protests against bombardment 
of civilian populations and private 
property, the most densely populat­ 
ed section of the city was attacked,

Philadelphia undertaker was paid 
for the burial, it is understood, out 
of the proceeds of an insurance 
policy on Farr's life. 
"B ut Otis Farr is very much 
alive, according to Mrs. Mary Pass- 
water, F arr’s sister, and accord­ 
ing to his friend, William Timsley, 
32, of Patterson street, 
Chester. 
Both say they received mail from 
him Tuesday, postmarked Bigler­ 
ville. Pa. 
"Although Herman Passwater, 


of Chester, F arr’s brother-in-law , 
•positively identified' 
as 
Farr a 
m an picked up dead at Front and 
Ulrich 
streets, 
Chester, on Sep­ 
tember ll, Dr.

This year’s rating, the economists 
said, is made on the theory that the 
important factor of income is not 
how many dollars are taken in, but 
what those dollars will buy.

New York, Sept. 22 (AP).-—The 
j American Legion gave fifth avenue 
j back to New York today and went

A record crowd estim ated by po­ 
lice at 2.000.000 to 2,500,000 persons 
watched in alternate awe and pas­ 
sionate enthusiasm as 200.000 Le­ 
gion men and women marched up 
the flag-decked, world-famous ave- 
| nue to the peal of bugle and the 
roll of thousands of drums. 
A detail of motorcycle police who 
started the parade passed the re ­ 
viewing stand at 59th street at 8:20

York, legionnaires, wheezed by at 
1:40 a. rn. today. 
The 53-block sector of Fifth ave­
